NDER the stress of multi- 


farious 
pO5l-w7ir 
problems 


tlic American people have 


failed to give due consideration to 
one o£ the most vital of all these 
problems. 
namely, 
inimigr.-Hion. 


Hur t!ic lime has come when a sauc 
and sound national policy must be 
formulated, when we must cease to 
think of immigration from the view- 
point of expirliency rmd emergency, 
and think about n from a broad, 
'fundamental standpoint. 


I The World War woke some of 
our dreamers from thrir smug de- 
lusion of America's "splendid iso- 
lation" and established conclusively 
that all the nations of the world 
arc 
economically 
interdependent. 
We 
should not. forget that the 
causes of that war sprang largely 
from economic sources* and ambi- 
tions. 
We should alfo remember 


t-hat there can be no penriancnl 
peace until there is Htabilizatioii of 
economic condition throughout the 
world. 
Consequently, the problem 


,of immigration, which is chiefly an 
economic problem, must be consid- 
ered in its true significance as a 
paramount international issue. ' It 
must be removed from the handi- 
caps and dangers of clrtss legisla- 
tion and parlJs.-in politics and con- 
structively solved by international 
economic statesmanship. 


It has wisely been observed that 


what America needs i.s not more 
technical regulations, not tile ex- 
tension of hardships, not tbe erec- 
tion of barriers based on temporary 
expedients, but a racial inventory 
and a formulation oi policies, with 
such general potvers as will enable 
the Government to meet any situa- 
tion as it arises. We need aoovc. all 
"a1 poiicy of assimjratkm which will 
cover the reception, distribution, 
.and adjustment of immigrants after 
arrival so we can really ascertain if 
we have a:isimifatcd the immigrants 
who have entered, with a view to 
determining how many we ma)* 
wiaelj' admit." 


I believe that it is generally rcc- 


ogniicd 
and 
conceded 
that 
the 


United States would not and could 
not havi? been as fully developed 
and as powerful as -it is loday if it 
•had not drawn so liberally upon 
vhe populations of Europe as it han 
in the past. 
We 
must, in fact, 


acknowledge our prea: economic 
debt to irnmiisratipn.

unless immigrant labor is obtain- 
able in the proper quantity »nd 
(juality when needed some Amer- 
ican industries may have to se.1 up 
factories in countries where labor 
is available on a basis that will per- 
mit such industries to compete with 
those of rival nations, for certain o£ 
our industries are Almost wholly de- 
pendent upon immigrant labor, as 
it i.f impossible for them to obtain 
an adequate supply of native-born 
laborers at any price. The first re- 
sponsibility of American industry to 
itseli and to the nation; is to make, 
s-j/re thai it has a sufficient supply 
of labor to maintain production with 
a fair margin of profit, and at the 
lowest possible price to the con- 
sumer. 


But it is patent thai we have pro- 


Brrssed to the point where the un- 
rceulatcd flow of immigration if no 
longer needed or desired. 
More 


scientific handling of immigration 
is demanded now for the mo»t suc- 
cessful 
future economic develop- 


ment of this and other countries. 
We must fir.d the means to accom- 
plish 
the 
eJTicicnt 
economic as- 


similation of immigrants. Therefore, 
any constructive legislation must 
deal not so^mucii with restriction as 
with selection, and any proper se- 
lective method will require the ser- 
vices of officials abroad, which in 
turn will .necessitate arrangements 
with other countries to permit such 
officials to conduct their investi- 
gations. 


But legislation alone can never 


effect the desired assimilation of 
immigrants; although it may help 
very materially by "providing the 
means to control immigration by 
flel/iciion a: its source. 
The solu- 


tion of the assimilation 
problem, 


however, lies larger}; in the eco- 
nomic co-operation with immigrant!
